A reconnoitering party was sent out under 
command of Capt. Montgomery, Fifth Cavalry, 
to feel the enemy’s position.

It is not known 
how many Indians are killed or wounded. The 
smoke from their camp-fires curls up regu- 
larly. 

The command is in no danger of anvihilstion, 
although the Indians seem numerous 
They will probably remain on the defensive. 

The situation on Wednesday night was 8 
stand-off. The savages yelled occasionally, and 
fired stray shots, probably to let the rack 
know they were still there. :

THE ANTI-RENT MOVEMENT IX IRELAND. —

Navan, Oct. 11.—This small town, situated 
in the County of Meath, will to-morrow 
(Sunday) be politically the most impor- 
tant place in the whole of Ireland. The 
reception of Mr. Parnell by bis constituents 
here is regarded as the ereatest event 
of the present anti-rent agitation, which 
is destined to give a pew course 
to Irish policy in the British Parliament. 
Navan is an ioteresting town of consider- 
able antiquity. Eight years ago the first 
note of the National Irish party in 
the British Parliament was sounded by the 
candidature of afelon of 1848, John Martin. 
To-nicht the town is gay with triumphel 
arches. The botels are full of politicians from 
ALL PARTS OF IRELAND, 
Members of Parliament, and the repre- 
sentatives of the English and Irish 
press. A considerable reinforcement of 
the Royal irish Constabulary has arrived, 
and 100 of them are wandering about the 
streets looking for lodgings. More armed 
police are expected, though no mill 
tary have as yet come upon the scene. 
It is not thought, however, that this increased 
police force will be necessary to keep the peace. 
It is believed that the Sabbath will pass quietly, 
for all the priests of the country around will be 
here. Their number will be, it is estimated, 
at least sixty. Since O’Uonnell’s tima, 
so many prieste have never taken 
part in @ demonstration of this sort as there 
will be bere to-morrow. Popular repre- 
sentative priests who were against Jobn 
Martin in his day, and the land occn- 
piers of the county, are expected in thou 
sands. Ten popular members of Parliament 
will speak. All these will mdorse Mr. Par- 
neli’s policy of paying no rent until the 
times mend, and the principles of Parnell’s 
manifesto, abolition of landlords and the root- 
ing of the people in the soil. Mr. Parnell him- 
self will answer the criticisms of the English 
press. The agitator has already received 
LETTERS OF ADHEGENCE 
from two-thirds of the Home-Rule members. 
The meeting will be made picturesque with 
banners, bands, uniforms, and processions.

RESTITUTION ! 


Joseph W. Guppy Says that Jay Gould's Fa- 
mous Restitution to the Erie Stockholders 
Was Not Worth $200,000—The Freight 
Business to New York Unprecedented,

New York, Oct. 11.—Joseph W. Guppy, who 
was connected with the Erie during its troublous 
times, told the Legislative Railroad Investiza- 
tion Committee to-day that, while the nominal 
value of the stock turned over by Jay Gould in 
bis famous “restitution” was from $5,000,000 
to $6,000,000, he would hate to give over 8200, 
000 for the entire stock. In the case of the 
Brooks Locomotive Works and Jefferson Car 
Company, two Erie institutions, Mr. Guppy said 
the stock in those concesns was given Gould to 
keep bim quiet and prevent him from black- 
mailing the meu who bad put * in, so that 
the stocks cost Gould nothing; while in the set- 
tlement with Jewett he was allowed for them, 
when they were worthless. 

Mr. Harland Pierce, of the American Railway 
Journal. said the worst example of freight dis- 
criminations in the grain trade was in the winter 
of 1577, when, by giving five cents less rate to 
the houses ot David Dows & Co. and Jesse Hoyt 
& Co., these two firms were enabled to monop- 
olize the entire graia trade of New York. There 
was now no such discrimination, there being 
more freight offered this fall than the roads 
could carry.

Cochraue, the bank 
cashier, was bis firm friend, and the bandsome 
Judge was often at his home, which was pre- 
sided over by his wife, a petite beauty, whose 
reputation for harmless flirtations was uner- 
stood by ev. rybody. 

Last spring Mrs. Cochrane was in Minnesota, 
and while there corresponded with Judge Hay- 
den. so the story goes. A letter, directed to 
Hayden, was in some manner delivered to the

Cochrane immediately summoned bis wife to 
return, and separated from her, although no di- 
vorce was obtained. Indeed, be bas several 
times returned to her, but the gossips kept his 
feelings rankling, and no permanent reconcilia- 
tion was effected.

NEARLY A DISASTER. 

The Chicago & Alton Railroad bad a very 
lucky escape from a serious accident yesterday 
morning. The passenger train coming north 
lost the Roodhouse sleeper, which for some 
cause or other became detached from the train 
between Normal and Towanda. The brakeman 
and the sleeping-car conductor, who were in the 
sleeper, as soon as thev found that they were 
left on the road, took the necessary precautions 
to prevent the car being run into. The brake- 
man went some distance south and placed a tor- 
pedo on the track to warn trains coming that 
way, and the porter went north to perform the 
same busicess. The latter did not understand the 
business thorougbly, or was slow about his work, 
and the brakemen burried to bis aid. Beiore 
they had time to place the torbdedo in position a 
freight train came speeding along. The brake- 
man gave the danger signal, but the engineer 
did not see it. In his desperation the brave 
brakeman threw his lantern against the cab of 
the engine,waich aroused the engineer toa sense 
of the danger, and be put on the brakes and 
reversed the engine. He could not bring the 
tram to a full stop, however, before reaching 
the sleeper, yet the collision was so slight that, 
beyond a shock, no harm was done to the pas- 
sengers, and all the damage done to the sleeper 
was the breaking off of the rear platform. This 
slight damage even would have been prevented 
bad the sleeper, which was an old extra one, 
deen provided with the Company's safety plat- 
forms the same as the reg sleepers. The 
passenger train found out the loss of the coach 
when arriving at Towanda, and the engine at 
once went back and recovered it. 


THE CHICAGO & WESTERN INDI- 
ANA RAILROAD. 

Another bill was filed Saturday to prevent 
the proposed entrance of the Chicago & West- 
ern Indiana Railroad into the city. The com- 
plainants are Emory L. Bates and Clinton B. 
Hale, landowners m Hyde Park, near Sixty-sev- 
enth and Wallacestreeta The Railroad Com- 
pany recently made them an offer for the right 
of way through their land, which was not ac- 
ceptable, and it then filed a petition to con- 
demu in the County Court, and then, without 
leave and before the suit was decided, entered 
on tmeir land and began building 
a track. It is now working both 
from the north and the south and 
will soon complete the work unless enjoined. 
The Company also proposes to use the Wallace 
parkway, because it is a public highway, but 
complainants deny this and assert it is their pri- 
vate property. ey also charge that the Rail- 
road Company is a new one and only a dummy 
for other roads, and is not in such a financial 
ce ndition that it would be safe to give it credit. 
Moreover, the proposed route will create un- 
pecessary damage, and complainants therefore 
ask for an injunction to prevent the proposed 
track-building. A temporary injunction was 
granted by Judge Tuley uoder a bond for 
$2,000. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHTS HIPMENTS.

‘+ Resolved, That the Secretary of the Commit- 
tee procure a suitable book, in which the name of 
each person now holding office in this county by 
by virtue of the suffrages of the Democratic party 
shall be entered, the amount of salary he receives, 
and the amount paid by him to the campaign fund.

sonal one’ Some of the suggestions Ithen made 
were the same as subsequently recommended by 
the Committee 228 and were consigned to tue 
waste - aper basket by the Stalwarts of the party. 
Those that were adopted are Of such a character 
that-they are easily rendered inoperative by the 
Stalwaris who run the machine. Any one knows 
that the primary election will be just the same 
with the judges not on the delegate ticket, but 
whose sympathies are with the ticket, as if their 
own names were on it. The difference is so Small 
that it will never be noticed. 

To radically change the existing system I propose 
the following, altdough with very faint hopes of 
seeing it adopted (providing it has been already 
proposed it is unknown to me): Let the cumula- 
tive system be adopted, whether the delegates are 
voted for by the Club or st the primaries. The 
change will work as follows, and I think, if tried, 
will prove a success: Under the present system a 
ward sends say six ceiegates tothe Convention. 
These names are suggested ata private meeting of 
the friends of the stalwart and put ona ticket 
which is presented at the primary. Each voter 
has six votes whico he must divide into six atoms. 
If he has an objection against any name, he can 
scratch it off. but he would accomplish ne good. as 
sufficient votes cannot de got to place another man 
in his plece. The cumulative system would vive 
the votera chance to lump the votes he scratches 
from one ticket to one whom he 2 most 
worthy of his confidence, and would In any wards 
where there isa contest result in giving what is 
often a powerful minority & chance of being repre- 
sented m the Conventioa. 

It would act also in wards similar to the Ninth 
(where, at present, opposition to the party who 
control these affairs is useless). in giving those who 
will net take any interest in primaries, as at pres- 
ent, a great impetus, knowing, as they would. that 
they could, by the cumulative vote, succeed in be- 
ing represented in the Convention by men they 
have confidence in. Provided, also, that a man 
should not be eligible as a delegate oftener thai 
once in two years in a Convention. 

In conclusion, I would say that wherever the 
cumulative system has been tried, it has proved by 
the candidates chosen a at success, and I cannot 
help but think it would be beneficial if tried at the 
primaries.

A TALE OF TWO CITIES.

In June last the prisoner, John 
Kemmler. killed his three children. He is a Ger- 
man. If there is such a person in Chicago, may I 
inguire as to bis character. An early answer will 
oblige.

after looking at woodcut portraits of the murder- 
er, and after reading a full description of him, 
are of Me opinion tnat Bernauer and John Kemm- 
ler, the murderer, are identical. Noching was 
ever known by them concerning his life prior to 
en in the above-mentioned saloon business.

THE DANGER IN THE COUNTY ELECTION. 

The Republican gathering at the Pacific 
Hotel on Friday evening included many re- 
spectable and well-meaning gentlemen, who 
were right in urging the nomination of clean, 
strong men on the county ticket, right in 
their estimate of the important bearing 
which this fall's election will have upon the 
county next year in the Presidential elec- 
tion, right in counseling harmony® and 
energy, and right in many other suggestions 
for securing a mujority of votes. But they 
all missed the most salient feature of the 
coming local election. There was not a 
single reference to the purpose upon which 
the Demociatic politiciaps have based an as- 
surance of success. The one thing likely to 
prove fatal to the Republicans was not 80 
much as mentioned. Yet this thing is a 
subject of open gossip on the streets. The 
Democrats in possession of the party secret 
scarcely take the trouble to deny it, and it is 
well understood among the ward politicians 
of all shades. 

We refer to the deliberate purpose of a 


‘gang of Democratic politicians, in case they 


succeed in nominating their favorit candi- 
date, to carry this fall's election by systematic 
repeating and ballot-boz stuffing. 

All the conditions promise to be particu- 
larly favorable to carrying out this scheme. 
There is a general impression that the Regis- 
tration law applies to the entire county elec- 
tion. This proves to be an error. It applies 
only to those districts which elect County 
Commissioners. There is no check of regis- 
tration upon certain locations which are 
most favorable to frauds, such as the Town 
of Lake (including the Stock-Yards), South 
Chicago in the lower end of Hyde Park, 
Lemont, and other districts which do not 
vote for Cowmissioner at the coming elec- 
tion. The Democratic politicians have been 
going around among the districts exempt 
from the requirement of registration and 
informing their ‘partisans that they will be 
under no restraint, but may vote as often as 
they like; and a certain class of Democrats 
are very fond of ‘voting often, especially 
when they are paid for their trouble. 

Besides the opportunity thus furnished for 
overcoming the Republican majority in the 
outlying towns by fraudulent means, prepa- 
rations.have been made for extensive repeat- 
ing in the . That it is possible to repeat 
and to stuff the ballot-boxes has been suffi- 
ciently demonstrated by former town elec- 
tions, and by the charter election under Co- 
vin, when the old charter was abandoned in 
order to enable that person to hold the office 
of Mayor beyond the term for which he had 
been elected, and when the general charter 
was forced upon the people by wholesale 
ballot-box stuffing, in defiance of public senti-. 
ment and honest votes. The same gang in 
the main that engineered that gigantic fraud 
so successfully will have charge of the re- 
peating and baliot-box stuffing in four or 
five wards of the city, and will be prepared 
to pile up any number of bogus votes that

The police force is now a mere 
partisan machine, and no more protection 
can be expected from that source than was 
furnished in the late special election in the 
First Ward, when Mun McDonatp, Dave 
Tsorxton, and Joz Mm controlled all 
the bogus affidavits and fraudulent voters 
necessary to the election of their man.

Tbey should organize an effective 
corps of challengers, and enlist regular 
vigilance committees to watch and protect 
the ballot-boxes from the time they leave 
the hands of the County Olerk till they are 
returned to him. In one word, they should 
prepare to enforce an honest election by 
universal vigilance. 

The Republican managers have pad am- 
ple warning of the Democratic intention. It 
is not misrcpresented nor exaggerated. The 
gang now running the Democratic party is 
fully equal to the most unblushing and per- 
sistent frauds, and the decenter part of the 
party will wink at them in order to gain a 
partisan advantage for next year’s election. 
Their program and their candidates ohn be 
defeated if this warning be heeded and i the 
proper steps be taken to protect the ballot- 
boxes; otherwise the gentlemen on the Re- 
publican side who are now mainly intent 
upon securing their own nomination will 
have their labor and expense for their pains. 
No party can poll enough honest votes to 
triumph over ballot-box stuffing; and the 
first essential to Republican success in the 
county election this year is to make the 
proper preparation for guarding the ballot- 
boxes against the contemplated frauds. 


A BAMBOOZLED REFORMER. 
Mr. Gzorcz Jacos HoLxroaxx, of England, 


just arrived in Chicago, is regarded as a 


labor-reformer by means of co-operative 


stores and shops, and locked upon as an 
eminent apostle in the erusade for the 
amelioration of the condition of working- 
men. Mr. Houyoaxe has been kind enough 
to give his views upon this and kindred sub- 
jects to a representative of Tun Tauns ; 
and if we shall hereafter doubt his capabili- 
ties as a reformer, or his knowledge of the 
things he wishes to reform in this country, 
the fault is due to himself. Even persons below 
the average grade e intelligence will read 


with astonishment and surprise such a dec-. 


laration as the following, coming from a 
mah who professes to have made a special 
study of labor problems. He said: 

‘* Yoar Socialism is an importation, which came 
from Germany, — from LassaL.u_e and Marx. Capi- 
tai operates here as a grinding power with more 
ferocity than in England. and it leaves the work- 
ing classes entirely helpless in all those towns 
where there are great numbers of laborers. They 
want emigration as much in your large towns— 
and as much, I dare say, in Chicago as anywhere— 
as we do in England. Wherever lavorers are 
numerous, they suffer naturally from the capacity 
of capital to pursue its own ends. Strikes 
in England are not born so much of the reduction 
of wages, because the workingmen know very well 
it is the employer's in‘erest to give them sufficient 
to keep them at work. Here they are born of the 
insensibility of wealth to the working-classes. 
They are not reasoned with. The workingman 
sees no equality. and receives only words of scorn 
and shame,—words which rankle in their minds 
and work all the bitterness. ’’ * 

Such superficial reasoning as the above 
and such utter perversion of fact can only 
be attributed to one cause. It is charity to 
Mr. Horyoaxe’s ordinary intelligence to in- 
fer that the moment he arrived in Chicago 
he was taken in tow by such demagogs 
Parsons, Mondax, Srrerren, Scud, 
Grotrzav, and other disciples of Lass aLLx 
and Marx, who long ago quit labor as far as 
they could, and crammed him with their 
misrepresentations and sophistries. It is 
impossible to arrive at any other conclusion, 

use Mr. Hol rox had only been in the 
city afew hours when he gave utterance to 
this wild bosh; had not met a single em- 
ployer, nor visited a single workshop or 
factory in the city. Nor have his oppor- 
tunities for correct information been any 
larger elsewhere in the States, —his ex- 
perience in this country having been confined 
to a brief visit in New York City, a flying call 
at Saratoga, the fashionable watering-place, 
where he met but comparatively few oppressetl 
journeymen, as that is not their favorit 
summer-resort; thence he sped to Niagara 
Falls, where ha perhaps sojourned for a day 
or two, and may have co&mmuned with the 
underpaid and imposed-upon highwaymen 
called hackmen. Thence he journeyed 
by palace-car, through her Majesty's 
Dominions, emerging at Detroit, and 
in a few hours more he was in Chicago, 
From such opportueities and observations 
he ventures the extraordinary assertions 
above quoted. Fora man who professes to 
represent the interests of labor to commit 
himself in this manner is one of the most 
glaring and astonishing instances of the 
egotism of ignorance on record. 

There is no place on the earth where there 
is more dignity in labor, or less servility on 
the part of employes, or less arrogance on 
the part of employers, than in the 
Northern States. There is no place on 
earth where the workingman and his em- 
ployer meet on such terms of equality or 


sustain such relations of mutual dependence 


as here. The relative use of terms in this 
country and in England to designate the two 
great classes of itself shows this. In En- 
gland, it is always master "and “servant, ” 
In this country, the curt term of boss ” is 
familiarly used, carrying with it no badge of 
servility, but designating the head man, who 
plans or directs the work. Instead of say- 
ing master, we say employer; instead of 
** servant,” employe. 

Nowhere in the world do workingmen 
and their employers meet on as free and 
easy terms as here. Nowhere is there less 
interference in personal or political rights ; 
and this is known to every one. It is 
usually the first thing which strikes 8 
foreigner with surprise, especially ag 
oftentimes employers and employes are 
undistinguishable in dress and manners 
end in their relations the one to the other. 
The condition which Mr. Hotyroare de- 
scribes exists nowhere except where work. 
ingmen have been banded against employers 
by Communist demagogs into secret, oath- 
bound societies (and even then not to the 
extent described by Mr. Hor roa kA) whose 
only motive is hostility to employers, and 
whose openly-avowed purposes are to de- 
stroy business, confiscate other people’s prop- 
erty, even by the agencies of violence and 

if necessary, and divide up 
everything aceording to the Communist pro- 
gram. Under euch circumstances as these 
Mr. Horroazz's conditions exist, but he 
would have found, if he had taken the 


bis house and lot is a robber, and that all 
labor controlled and operated by capital is 
daugerous to the community. 

Mr. Horroaxn of “strikes” as if 
it were not notorious the world over that be- 
tween strikes and lockouts the in- 
dustrial interests of England have been al- 
most ruined; as if he himself had not come 
to this country to seek employment for idle, 
striking workingmen at the cost of expatria- 
tion; as if strikes haa not been carried to 
such an extent in England that employers 
are generally ruined, hundreds of millions of 
dollars are wasted in such civil wars on 
capital, and the workingmen in consequence 
in a state of semi-starvation. Had Mr. 
Honyroake been a thoughtful observer he 
would know that the English system of 
strikes, if it should ever be incor- 
porated with the Socialism of Ger- 
many, would ruin the jndustrial interests of 
every city and town in this country. He 
would have found that hardly a man has in- 
herited riches in this country; that wealth 
has been obtained from close application to 
business and by hard work from small be- 
ginvings, added to careful economy end sav- 
ing; that it is a very common thing for 
journeyineff, after saving part of their earn- 
ings, to become employers; that merchants 
usually begin as clerks, publishers and 
editors as printers and reporters, and manu- 
facturers have first been apprentices and then 
journeymen. Still further than this, he 
would have found that, asa rule, wherever 
workingmen are sunk in poverty and igno- 
rance, it is due to the influence of lazy, cor- 
rupt demggogs who live off their earnings 
while misleading them, on the one hand, 
and to the tens of millions of money squan- 
dered by them every year upon whisky, 
tobaceo, and idle amusements, on the other. 
It is not creditable to Mr. HoLroARx's honesty 
or intelligence that he has not already dis- 
covered these things. 
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THE NEWBERRY LIBRARY FUND. 
The Supreme Court of the State has or- 


dered a rehearing of a case of great public 
interest to Chicago, which was decided in 
that Court sixteen months ago against the 
petitioners for an immediate distribution of 
the estate of the late Waitzn L. Newpenery. 
In consequence of the death of the testator’s 
children, which has occurred since his de- 
cease, this large estate, appraised at four 
million dollars, is, at some period not yet 
determined, to be divided into two equal 
shares, one of which is to be distributed 
among the surviving descendants of the tes- 
tator’s brothers and sisters, and the other 
share—to use the words of the will— shall 
be applied by my said trustees, as soon as 
the same can consistently be done, to the 
founding of a free public library, to be lo- 
cated in that portion of the City of Chicago 
now known as the North Division,” 

The question at issue is: When shall these 
provisions take effect, and the estate be dis- 
tributed? The counsel for the petitioners 
hold that the time for the division has al- 
ready arrived, and that the estate should be 
immediately distributed. The counsel for 
the trustees hold thatthe distribution can- 
not take place until the death of the testa- 
tor’s widow,—notwithstanding she has re- 
nounced the provisions of the will in her 
behalf, taken her rights of dower, and has 
no further interest in the estate. On this 
theory, the surviving descendants of the 
testator and the publi¢ charity contemplated 
may be kept out of thé use of this immense 
property for twenty Fears. In the mean- 
time the estate will gq on accumulating, and 
no living person or public object can derive 
any conceivable benefit from its income ex- 
cept those who have the care of the prop- 
erty. 

If the testator intended to make these con- 
ditions, as he obviously had a right to do, 
and had clearly expressed his intentions, the 
Courts will and ought to sustain them. 
There is nothing, however, in the will that 
favors accumulation; but, on the other 
hand, its whole tenor is opposed to that 
theory, and favors immediate distribution 
when the contingency provided for has 
arisen. Then immediately,” it states, 
„After the decease of the last surviving one 
of my daughters,” the trustees shall divide 
the estate, and shall “at once distribute, 
eto. In reference to the public library, it 
states that the other share shall be applied, 
„%s soon as it can consistently be done,” to 
that object. The idea of accumulation is 
everywhere carefully excluded. 

The last surviving daughter of Mr. Nrw- 
BERRY died without issue in April, 1876, and 
the question as to the time of distribution 
was fully argued before the Circuit Court of 
Cook County in 1877. A decision was ren- 
dered in that Court in favor of immediate 
distribution. An appeal was taken to thé 
Supreme Court and argued in the January 
term of 1878. An opinion was filed in June 
of that year reversing the decision of the 
Circuit Court,—several of the Judges dissent- 
ing. A petition was filed for a rehearing, 
and it has been held fora long time under 
consideration. It has been a common rumor 
for some months that the Court wis as even- 
ly divided on the question as was possible,— 
three of the Judges favoring a rehearing, 
three adhering to their former opinion, and 
one—a new Judge—being un decided. The 
majority of the Court, in view of the volumi- 
nous arguments aud briefs which have been 
filed, and their deliberate action, must have 
had some substantial reasons for ordering a 
rehearing ; and a hope, at least, may be m- 
dulged that the present generation of our 
citizens may enjoy the benefits of this munif- 
icent public charity. 

The legal technicalities of ‘ contingent 
remainders” and ‘' doctrine of acceleration ” 
whieh enter into the case, and make the 
briefs of the lawyers anything but light 
reading, are too refined and subtle for news- 
paper treatment; but there are some aspects 
of the case which even an unprofessional 
mind can grasp. Mr. Newszsry provided 
for many contingencies, but it is obvious 
that he did not clearly provide for, if indeed 
he contemplated, the contingency of his two 
daughters dying without issue and his 
widow renouncing the will. The Courts, with 
the assistance of the ablest counsel, ara as 
far as ever from determining what his inten- 
tions were; and he cannot be recalled to 
state his intentions or amend his will. Un- 
professional minds would solve the question 
by giving the devisees, and not the trustees, 
the benefit of the doubt. Law and equity 
favor the early distribution and settlement of 
estates. The history of large estates in the 
hands of trustees, tied up by litigation or 
by some remote contingency, is a pitiful 
record, In this case, nobody contemplated 
as a beneficiary by the testator will be ben- 
efited by an uncertain delay, and many per- 
sons whom the testator intended to favor 
will be greatly incommoded thereby.

of the time of distribution had arisen, they 


to their action. Their position is a delicate 
and responsible one. If the theory of the 


petitioners be correct, “ the surviving 


scendants” were the survivors of the 
daughter who deceased in April, 1876. On 
the theory of the counsel for the trustees, 
the personality of the survivors is not yet 
determined, and will not be till the death of 
the widow. These two sets of survivors 
evidently cannot be the same persons. To 
distribute one-half of the estate to the first 
set, without an opinion from the Supreme 
Court for their justification, might subject 
the trustees in later years to endless litiga- 
tion, and perhaps financial ruin. The coun- 
sel for the trustees have presented their 
views in favor of distribution at some re- 
mote period with great ability and down- 
right earnestness. This earnestness is at- 
tributable, doubtless, to the professional 
zeal of counsel, and not to serve 
the personal interests of their cli- 
ents; for it has been understood that 
the trustees would be glad to see their 
way clear to begin as early as possible the 
orgavization of the great Newberry Library 
in our city. It is seldom that a higher priv- 
ilege occurs than for an intelligent and 
large-minded trustee of c le funds to 
connect his name with the establishment of 
such a noble and enduring monument, 
Groner Tickwon’s name will live in his lit- 
erary works; but the Boston Public Library, 
to whose organization he so faithfully gave 
his time and personal services, will be his 
monument for all time. 

There is now a reasonable hope that the 
Supreme Court, in rehearing this case, will 
give such a decision, as will confer on the 
trustees the requisit authority to greatly 
benefit this community in the establishment 
of the Newberry Library. 

WHEAT AND TULIPS. , 

The present mania for wheat speculati 
is scarcely less absurd than the Tulipomania 
of the seventeenth century. In the hotels, 
the club-rooms, and even in the drawing- 
rooms, the chief topic of discussion is the 
price of wheat. The contests between bulls 
and bears are not confined to the Exchange, 
but continue to rage long after its hall is 
deserted, in all places where men congregate, 
far into the night. Nor is the speculation 
confined to the regular operators in cereals ; 
it includes the merchant, the banker, the 
lawyer, the doctor. The fair sex is also lib- 
erally represented. Hundreds of women 
have ‘‘ margins” up for wheat in the hands 
of brokers. There are hundreds of men in 
Chicago to-day running deals in wheat 
who are as ignorant of all the conditions of 
success or failure as a Ute Indian is of good 
manners. They know no more of the value 
ofa bushel of wheat than the old-clothes 
woman of Amsterdam knew of the value of 
the tulip she agreed to deliver to the chim- 
ney-sweep, in thirty days, for a hundred 
florins. Everybody has heard of the Tulipo- 
mania which once prevailed in Holland, but 
most people understa d it to have been the 
result of a desire to possess rare and beauti- 
ful flowers. Nothing is farther from the 
truth. The tulipomaniacs never possessed a 
tulip, had no appreciation of rare flowers,— 
didn’t, in fact, know a tulip-bulb from an 
onion,—had no more desire to cultivate a 
tulip than the outside speculator in wheat of 
to-day has ambition to turn miller and make 
flour of the wheat he agrees to buy but 
never expects to receive, 

The tulip is said to be of Turkish extrac- 
tion, It appeared in Europe about the year 
1550, and soon became a great favorit with 
florists. It was found to be susceptible of 
almost infinit variety in 3 and 
hence became the subject of almost endless 
experiment with a view to secure the great- 
est possible diversity of color. For seventy- 
five years the tulip continued to be the ex- 
clusive pet of the florists. But at the end 
of that time the commercial spirit invaded 
the gardens of the Hollanders and made 
tulips the object of a trade under the stimu- 
lus of which their price rose above that of 
the most precious metals.” The trade ex- 
tended to many cities of the Netherlands, 
among which were Amsterdam, Utrecht, 
Leyden, and Rotterdam. Brcoxmann repro- 


duces from Muntrine tlie following: 

For aroot of that species called the Viceroy, 
the after-mentioned articles, valued as below ex- 
pressed, were agreed to be delivered: 


Two laste of Wette 
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Two tons of butter 
One thousand pounds of cheese 
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A silver beaker tov eee eee @ 
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Tulips were graded like wheat and sold by 
weight. A 400-perit (a perit is less than a 
grain) Admiral Leifkin was worth 4,400 
florins; a 446-perit Admiral Von der Eyk, 
1,620 florins; a 200 Semper Augustus, 5,500 
florins; and a 410 Viceroy, 3,000 florins, ete. 
At one time the Semper Augustus variety 
was very scarce. Only one root was to be 
found at Amsterdam and one at Haarlem. 
Under these painful circumstances one of 
the roots was bargained for 4,600 florins, a 
new carriage, two gray horses, and a com. 
plete harness.” Mowrine states that one 
speculator in tulips made 60,000 florins in 
four months. All classes were seized with 
the mania. Brennan states that the trade 
in tulips was followed by “the first noble. 
men, citizens of every description, mechanics, 
seamen, farmers, turf-diggers, chimney- 
sweeps, footmen, maid-servants, and old- 
clothes women,” At first,” he says, *‘ every 
one won and no one lost. Som of the poorest 
people gained in a few months houses, 
coaches, and horses, and figured away like the 
first characters in the land.“ The same 
author thus quaintly explains the nature 
of the tulip transactions; ‘‘ During the time 
of the Tulipomania, a speculator often of- 
fered and paid large sums for a root which 
he never reosived, and never wished to re- 

ive. Another sold roots which he never 
possessed or delivered. Oft did a nobleman 
purchase of a chimney-sweep tulips to the 
amount of 2,000 florins, and sell them at the 
same time to a farmer, and neither the noble- 
man, chimney-sweep, nor farmer had roots in 
his possession or wished to possess them.“

Notwithstanding the disastrous end of the 
Tulipomania, the Hollanders still retained 
their affection for the tulip as a flower, culti- 
vated it, and sold it in England in 1669 at 
£2 2s, to £2 12s. 6d. the bulb for the rare 
varieties, It is unfortunate for the tulip 
bulb that it so strongly resembles the onion. 
In this connection the following story is 
told: When Jonw Batruaszr Scuurrs was 
in Holland, a merchant gave a herring to a 
sailor who had brought him some goods. 
The sailor, seeing some valuable tulip roots 
lying about, which he considered of little 
consequence, thinking them to be oniona, took 
some of them unperceived, and ate them 
with his herring. Through this mistake the 
sailor’s breakfast cost the merchant a much 
greater sam than if he had treated the Prince 
of Orange.” There is an anecdote of an En- 
gliahman who, being in a Dutchman’s gar- 
den, pulled a couple of tulips, on which he 
wished to make some botanical observations, 
and put them in his pocket; but he was ap- 
prehended asa thief, and obliged to pay a 
considerable sum before he could obtain his 
liberty.” Arno Kan, in his Tour 
Round My Garden,” burlesques what Bro- 
Maxx calle the little Tulipomania, which 
is an extravagant devotion to the pursuit of 
extending indefinitly the variety of the 
tulip species. The scene is the garden of a 
tulip connoisseur, where he is exhib- 
iting his eighteen hundred varieties. 
A visitor, who is also a con- 
noisseur, stops spell-bound before the 
“‘Incompsrable Purple” tulip, calle for a 
chair, seats himself, and fora long time in 
absolute silence regards the flower, his 
eyes fixed, and his mouth half open.” A 
bystander witnessing thé ecstasy of the 
connoisseur, “saw nothing in the ‘Incom- 
parable Purple’ but a white and red colored 
tulip, the shades of which appeared to him 
to be exactly repeated in four or five hun- 
dred others, before which they had passed 
in silence.” At length,” proceeds the nar- 
rative, the enthusiast rose and said: 
‘Monsieur Reavutt, I do not wish to tres- 
pass on the time of these gentlemen; but I 
shall request you.to grant me permission to 
come alone, and pass an hour seated before 
your tulip,’”

The surface of the plate is then cov- 
ered with the porceiain material, whicn is baxed at 
a high heat. Finally the enamel is put on, which, 
when baked, gives a perfect > eo or the gums 
and palate. to the minutest partiquiar. This 
process, if carried through with care and artistic 
taste, produces a set of teeth which absolutely de- 
fies detection, and at the same time is the strongest 
and most durdéle work made, whiie it is the most 
cleanly, as there is no poset ole chance for the se- 
cretjons of the mouth to lodge, which is true of no 
other work that is mace. _ There are some mouths 
where it is absolutely impossible to obtain s nat- 
ural appearance by any other means; as, for iu- 
stance, in all cases. where the patient showed the 
natural gums as weil as teeth: the gume being very 
prominent, there 1s only room for the thinnest 
possible artificial gum, and it, too, should be utta- 
out scams, which 1s Only possibie with this descrip- 
tion of work, because it is continuons; and it is 
strong, however thin, because baked to the plate. 

There are two objections only urged sgainet this 
work, namely, weight and expense.

Certainly there is nothing worn upon 
tae person Of more Consequence, as to personal a- 
pearance, than the set of artificial teeth. And 
when this is taken into account, together with the 
durability and cleanliness of the work, nothing but 
absolute inability to pay for it should deter any 
one from choosing it im preference to all other 
methods. Question arises sometimes as to whether 
it can be repaired, The dentim who makes this 
work cam repair it as successfully as any other 
style of work.

New York, Oct. 11.—On Change to-day the 
speculative shares were feverish, but in the 
main strong, speculation running chiefly in Erie 
and the coal shares, with a large business doing 
in the Wisconsin stocks, Lake Store, Union 
Pacific, and Webash.

PHILOSOPHICAL SOCIETY. 
IN MEMORIAM-—-PREAISTORIC MAN, 

The Philosophical Society met at its regular 
place, No. 103 State street, last night. The first 
business was the presentation of the resolutions on 
the death of Dr. Abbott, whose decease had been 
announced at the previous meeting. Prof. Willard 


presented the following report: 

Wuereas, Our friend and brother, Dr. N. W. 
Abvott, has departed this life during the vacation 
of this Society; and, 

Wuereas, It is fitting that we should place on 
record a permanent expression of that love and es- 
teem whigh our acts and words were used to snow 
while he was with us; therefore, 

Resolved, That ia the death of Dr. Nathan Wood 
Abbott tae Philosophical Society bas suffered an 
irreparable loss. e of the foundersof the So- 
ciety, be never failed in his zealous attachment to 
it; appreciating its ove of trutù and its liberty, he 
was ever ready to defend and to support it; and we 
shall long miss bis accustomed presence, and his 
knowledge, candor, vigor, and earnestness in our 
discussions. 

Resoteed. That, as a physician, citizen, and 
friend, he won confidence, esteem, and affeciionate 
regard from all who knew him, and leaves an hon- 
orable and enviable memory. Gentle in feeling, he 
was firm for the mght and true; unootrusive and 
modest, he possessed unusual practical power and 
knowledge; warm in heart and firm in convictions, 
he was too magnanimous to be a partisan. Long 
will his friends mourn his untimely departure ere 
yet the decline of age had befalien him; and sadly 
shall they speak his weil-remembered name. 

Resolved, That copies of these resolutions be 
sent to his family and to the daily papers of our 


city. 

Dr. Willard. in presenting the resolutions, added 
some personal reminiscences of the life of Dr. 
Abbott and incidents in it, showing his gentleness 
and venevolence of character. 

Gen. Buford, as requested by théSociety, read 
the paper which he had read at the faneral of Dr. 
Abbott. He sketched the early life of tne Doctor, 
his orphanage, eariy education, professional edu- 
cation at the Berkshire Medical College, and sub- 
sequent career. He dwelt upon his share in the 
formation of the Philosophical society, and upon 
bis intellectual and moral character. 

Mr. F. H. Abbott, son of the dece&sed, gave a 
brief account of the last illness of his father.

The regular lecture followed, on Archeologi- 
cal Researghes Concerning Prehistoric Man, by 
Prof. J. W. Clarke. Tue lecturer presented the 
evidence of the great antiquity of man, as shown 
by the deposits in Kent's Cavern. and by corroborat- 
ing remains in other places. Not less than 200, 000 
years is suificient time to account for tite deposits 
that cover the implements of prehistoric man, and 
the time may be very much longer. 

Dr. Edmund Andrews, one of the critics, took a 
negative view of the matter, and gave tne result of 
his researches in the Valley of the Somme and his 
deductions therefrom. Dr. Willard, also critic, 
waived nis privilege and gave his ten minutes to 
the other gehtlemen. 

The discussion was an interesting one, and was 
listened to with the greatest attention by a good- 
sized audience.

A Move to Be Made in the Direc- 
tion of Reform.

An Effort to Apply Common-Sense to the Rela- 
tions Between Mistress and Maid. 


That the American servant - girl system has needed 
reforming altogether for several years past is some- 
thing that is patent to everybody who, in tlie ca- 
pacity of emplyer, has rubbed against it. The oc- 
casional impudence, incapacity, untruthfalness, 
and the proneness to appropriate the things of an- 
other, of some members of the class, have come to 
be looked on as the proverbial attributes of the 
typical creature whose life is a constant round of 
employment and discharge, re-employment and 
redischarge. The peculiar feature of it all is, that, 
while reforms have been talked about ad much as 
the purification of the primaries, no advance 
ground has really been taken by those 
who are in & position to combine and put a 
stop to the present demoraiizing and ruinous sys- 
tem—the employers themselves. The evil bas been 
and is growing worse instead of being checked, 
and the ladies of Chicago have no one but them- 
selves to thank for it. 

It is gratifying to state, however, that 

THE LONG-CONTEMPLATED REFORM 
is about to be tried, in this city at least, by some 
of the most prominent ladies in the community 
who have the nerve and the determination to lead. 
In the move they are about to inaugurate they have 
the co-operation of the leading employment agency 
here, to which, indeed, they are indebted for the 
practical suggestions which they propose to put in 
practice. In talking with the lady who manages 
this agency yesterday, aud who neither needs 
nor desires advertisement in the matter, having a 
business which is already a remunerative one, a 
TRIBUNE reporter got the outlines of her plan, and 
Tus TRisuneE giadiy iays them before its lady 
readers this Sunday morning for what they are 
worth, merely remarking that their obvious merit 
should commend them as deserving of at least a 


fair trial. 
ONE OF THE CHIEF FAULTS 

of the present system is the glaring inequality in 
wages. There are families of three in this city 
who pay their g ris $4 a week, and again there are 
families of seven who pay $2.50 a week 
for precisely the same service. There 
have been well-authenticated cases, again, 
where ladies have employed girls at 
$3 a week, and, baving found them phenom- 
enally good ones. have-raised them to $4 a week, 
when agiri in the next house, doing precisely the 
same work, was getting much less. Tbe result can 
easily be imagined. The lo- priced servant, bear- 
ing of this, —for they hear of everything that hap- 
pens on tne earth, inthe sky, or under tne waters 
of the earth, — naturally becomes demoralized, and 
particularly so wuen her employer fails to grant 
the desired raise. It would be vastly better. 
where an employer experiences any such attack of 
magnanimity, to wait until tae end of tue year, or 
some given time, and reward her girl 
with a present,—m money or something 
equally proper,—thus avoiding the demoralizing 
ettect upon tue girls in her block which flows 
from the present inequality in wages. Better than 
this would be a combination octween employers to 


PAY UNIFORM RATES, 


and right here is one of the uniform measures at 
present contemplated. To any one who stops a 
moment to think of it, there is no earthly reason 
why the wives of our business men shouldn't em- 
ploy their help on the same common-sense, busi- 
ness principle as their husbands employ their 
clerks. Instead of saying, as now, How mach 
do vou want!“ the new departure program will be 
something like this: ‘Pil pay you 30 
much, and, if you wish to, you can 
come.” When it is remembered that tie 
one agency alluded to has supplied places 
for at least 20, 000 girle within the past five years. 
it will be readily seen that the supply is aiways in 
advance of the demand. It may be deficient in 
qua'ity, but that is the result. largely, of the pres- 
ent system, and improvement lies in the adoption 
of astrictly business, common-sense system, such 
as is now proposed. a 
THE SCALE OF WAGES TO BE ADOPTED 

under the new plan will most likely be something 
of thie sort: In families which entertain largely, a 
first-class cook may be said to be worth $4 a week. 
In private families, $3 a week is a fair average 
price for general work. In small families 
of three or four, where the ladies of 
the house assist or superintend, $2.50 is reason- 
able pay. General assistants should be put on 
$1.50 or $2, where they now get $3 for doing 
nothingexcept an immense amount of standing 
around. 

But this reform movement has more than one 
phase to it. The system of weekly payments is a- 
together wrong. Underit gris have been known 
not unfrequentiy to work a week, earn enough to 
buy a party ‘‘rig,’’ andtaen coolly inform their 
mistresses that they proposed to quit then and 
there. The new system proposes 


MONTHLY PAYMENTS. 


Under it contracts between employer and employe 
will be made in olack and white at so mucha 
month, —and $12 is a fair average rate,—with the 
stipulation that each party is to give the other at 
least a week's notice in case either desires to make 
@ change. In this way, the employer will not oe 
left alone ail of a sudden, as is now often the 
case, nor willthe employe experience tae bounce 
The contract and the 
wage-account will be kept in a little blank book. 
Then, when the employe does leave, the employer 
should give her a recommendation, provided she 
has rendered suitable service, that will point out 
her specific excellencies, and not be as vague, 
general, and utterly worthless as the 
average recommendation now is. The em- 
ploye takes the book, with this record of 
her service, and it at once becomes a passport to 
anether place. The result will be thatthe good 
servants will receive these books, and that the 
worthless ones will go without them. 

The reform system will suut down on the present 
vicious ana dangerous practice of 

FURNISHING SERVANTS WITH NIGHT-EEYS, 
and will require them to be housed and in bed at 
reasonavie hours, instead of galiivanting around 
the streets or ‘‘entertaining’’ maie company in 
tue kitchen. Another requirement will be that a 
girl shail remain in her piace until another sup- 
blies it, or forfeit at least a week's wages in case 
she refuses and leaves, 

So much fora brief sketeh of what is contem- 
piated by this new departure. Suggestions in the 
way of improvement and amplification will no 
doubt grow out of the attempt to put it in actual 
practice. Ome very apparent fact at present is 
that the employers do not take sufficient personal 
interestin their employes. Young and inexpe- 
rienced girls are taken, and the ladies, instead of 
snowing them what they want doffe and ‘how they 
would lixe it done, leave it to their servants’ sup- 
posed intuitive qualities and seek the repose and 
the amusement that the parior and the latest fash- 
lonavle novel grant. Unfortunately, there are 

NO SERVANTS’ TRAINING-SCHOOLS 

in this part of the country, and what they learn 
must come ‘rom actual practice in service. Farm- 
ers’ daughters—iarge numbers of whom come to 
Chicago every week in search of places — have had 
this preliminary education in their country homes, 
and are therefore much more desirable than their 
urban sisters. But the latter are capable of becom- 
ing equally as good if the servant-employers would 
condéscend to make some personal sacrifice in 
order to bring out their better qualities. 

But the main point in the new system is that it 
sends the present easy-going, shipshod method to 
the rear, and employs common sense in its deal- 
ings with tne servant class. be present lack of 
anything like system and rule is respo.sible for 
the impudence, tne shiftiessness, and the provok- 
ing independence of many servant- girls. When, 
under the new system, the employers shall assert 
their natural rights, hire their servants as their 
husbands hire their clerks and porters, and govern 
them by similar business-like rules, then, and not 
tili then, will it be rational to expect the mach- 
needed andthe long-desired settlement of the 
servant-girl question.

| THE EXPOSITION. 


Judge Hilton's Loan-Collection of Pictures. 
The loan-collection of Judge Hilton lends to the 
present Exposition Art Gallery special sparkle and 
brilliancy, for, with the single exception of one 
German work, the pictures belong to the school of 
artists whom Charles Tardieu graphically describes 
as full of spirit, of skill, of genius, tireless in 
amusing, of whom the public taste does not seem 
onthe point of becoming tired.” The critic will 
notice the marked attention given to the values” 
of color, and will trace the different teachings of 
Gerome, with the stern precision of the dranghts- 
man, and of Bonnat, who lays in his pigments 
with solidity, and afterwards lightens his shadows, 
though his special follower, Edouard Richter, had 
received an early bias from Hebert, who in turn is 
imbued with the teachings of David d' Angers 
and Paul Delaroche. Hebert has his studio in 
close proximity to Jules Worms, in the artistic 
quarter on the steep hillside above Place St. 
George. This close neighborhood seems to have 
influenced the technical methods of the younger 
artist, who is now in his 43d year, though from the 
first he has avoided cold, historical themes, and 
has leaned to humorous — ao always winnin 
popular applause, aud heeuless of the shrugs o 
the critics, who are too ready to stamp his work as 
chic, without stopping to analyze the genius which 
can employ such decided knack. The popularity 
of Jules Worms is evident in the steadiness with 
which he exhibitsin the French Salon, and still 
more by the reception of seven oil paintings and 
four water-colors at the Paris Eposition. The 
Government has acknowledged his merit by grant- 
ing three medais in as many successive years, and 
then by decorating him with the Cross of the 
Legion of Honor. Repuodlicans sneer at 
the tiny bit of red ribbon, worn by 
50, 000 Frenchmen in the batton-hole of the coat, 
but it assures a social position in France. and con- 
sideration irom all asses ot society. Chicago bas 
had but little opportanity of becoming acquainted 
with the works of this most vivacious Frenchman, 
the little picture, The Coquet, owned dy C. J. 
Blair, Esd., not er deep impression in the 
loan collection of 1876. His compositions have 
been mainly studied in the photogravures pub- 
lished by Goupil, who is shrewd to recognize the 
popular favorits. The painting loaned by the head 
of the house of A. T. Stewart & Co. is one of the 
fruits of Worms’ Spanish studies during a tong res- 
idence in what Europeans call the Peninsula: The 
scene is a common one in thai locality; in the Im- 
provised arbor, back of some wine - room, a group 
of strolling dancers have placed a large table, upon 
which one of the lithe figures, dressed in blue, has 
sprang, and has given herself up to wild ecstatic 
movemeat to the music of the simple orchestra. 
With the privilege admissible to the painter, he 
depicts ina moment of time the climax of the 
scene; as ap engineer would express it, the dancer 
is on the dead centre of motion, pausing in the 
midst of grageful and syiphlike action to receive 
se of cavaliers and students. Ihe 
the entausiastic auditors appear to 
breast seems to heave with the long- 
“after repressed excitement, and the 
fellow-dancers sit on the ground showing their 
pleasure at the source of the apolause. The sig- 
nificant backward motion reveals the presence of 
some critic, who bas unwittingly acknowledged the 
superiority of the nymph of the ballet. The 
power of the artist is evinced in the unity of his 
suoject, so that the spectator hardly notices the 
brilliancy of color, the gorgeousness of textures, 
noreveh the accessories of provincial costumes 
and architecture. It is an expression of human 
feeling, perfectly understood by all classes and na- 
tionaiities, though this is the rare case in which 
critical examination reveals new beauties and 
helps to a warmer appreciation of the central sub- 
ject. 

In Judge Hilton's selection of paintings for ex- 
hibition in Chicago he has given considerable 
prominence to those in which the figures are array- 
ed in oriiliant costume, judging that these will be 
most highly appreciated by the mixed attendance 
of a public exposiuon. The artist will acknowl- 
edge the painstaking care in the composition, the 
critic will appreciate the harmonious adaptation of 
tne different parts, and everybody will delight in 
the representation of scenes unfamiliar to Western 
eyes. In such a picture as The Introduction, 
by E. Richter, the pupil of Hebert ana Bonnat, the 
student of human nature studies in vain for the 
history of the woman, whe, with slow and digni- 
fied step. comes for the firsttime into the narrow 
circle of women with whom she must spend ber re- 
maining years. It may be that she has been rudely 
torn from her home in Circassia, yet she appears 
to welcome the change. and the costumes of filmy 
textures speak of luxurious wealth. In sucha 
nest of famous beauties is seated an armed protect- 
or, but ail are familiar with bis guardianship and 
surveillaoce, though his arms would make the eves 
of a collector sparsle. Turning from the garments 
of pineapple cloth. raw siiks, and Turkish splen- 
dor, the spectator finds ciose at hand anocher 
harem: scene by Raffaelli, probably of Italian birth, 
bat schooled under Gerome. Richter had come to 
Paris with ais German name, causing many to con- 
found him with Gustav Richter, the great portrait 
and figare painter of Berlin, and in the same way 
Kaffaeili feels at home amongthe French. In the 
courtyard of a magnificent vilia the paintea,

“ne ROYAL FAVORIT’’ A BIG FIZZLE.

New Yorx, Oct. 8. — Donn Piatt, the new Brook - 
lyn Theatre, and Ciara Morris have between them 
scored the first failure of the season. Anfi it was 
a failure of the difest sort, unrelieved by solitary 
mitigating circumstance.

@ack Haverly is lessee and manager, isa tawdry 
affair, decorated with paintings that would be more 
in place upon the panels of a street-car, and up; 
holstered with a regard for the utility of space, 
which cramps every man, woman, and child in the 
house. e ventilation of the new Brooklyn 
theatre is of the most wretched character, and 
when, as on last Monday evening, the audienge is 
of a character more savory than refined, the effect 
suggests the propriety of calling disinfectants into 
use. 

1 have seen tough audiences before. But I rfust 
admit that for uncleanliness, stupidity, and gen- 
eral lowness of character that crowd took the belt. 
It was a kind of smeil-as-you-please outfit,—and 
the greatar part of it pleased to smell very loud. 
The audience came out strong, if the play did 
not. The drop-curtain, presenting a rear view 
of Hercules, was an-affair of the most stupe ndous 
conception. Hercules, in the mind of this artist, 
runs to shoulders, and is painfully shrunken be- 
low. The part of him which in modern times 
would be covered by the back bre&dth of a pair of 
trousers, suggests that Hercules must bave been 
struck with paralysis thereabouts. Such a picture 
I haven't seen since Tom Nast passed bis palmiest 
day. It was received with a roar of ijaughter Mon- 
day night. The remainder of the entertainment 
was decidedly of a sorrowful character. :

EMILIE AMBRE. 
ONE OF MAPLESON’S PRIME DONNE. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New Yor, Oct. 9. —In the course of a few 
days the New York papers will find out that one 
of Mapleson’s prime donne, Mme. Emilie Ambre, 
who is to open the campaign on Monday week as 
Violetia in La Traviata,” is a woman with an 
exciting history about her, and possibly they may 
as severely chide Americans for_going to hear her 
as they have chiddew the English for receiving 
S#tah Bernhardt into society. The readers of Tun 
TRIBUNE maybe interested in that histefy, so I 
will give it as from time to time it has appeared in 
the foreign papers. Those authorities differ at 
‘times as to incidents and dates, but in the main 
they agree. 

Emilie Ambre was born in Oran, Algiers, the 
daughter of a French father and a half-Arab 
mother. One version makes out her father to have 
been an officer, another declares that he was a tax 
collector. Anyhow, he died while she was yet 
young, and the girl. who had taken a teacher's 
diploma, tangat school to support her mother and 
sister. Here again the chroniclers’ stories diverse, 
or jump a considerable space of time. One Paris 
journal, Le Figaro, says:: Algerian by birth, of 
ardent artistic temperament, à passionate lover of 
art, while yet a child she sang her first songs at Al- 
giers in unimportam concerts. Grown to giri- 
hood, she came to Franee, entered the first theatre 
she saw, gave herself no time to complete her 
misical education, sang whatever she war asked to 
sing, and, when she had acquired in the provinces 
some experience, went to The Hague, where 
she made her fortune.” Le Gaylow says 
more briefly and generally: ‘*The fortune 
of her wandering course brought her one 
day to The Hague with a sufficiently brilliant 
engagement.’’ Another Paris writer precises in a 
measure her wandering course, dy saying thet In 
her 16th year she became the Companion ota 
member of the French diplomatic corps, who took 
her to Cairo, where she abandoned himto become 
an inmate of the Khedive’s aarem.

TROUBLE IN TUI CINCINNATI FESTIVAL CHORUS. 


Whe Cincinnati Gazette of the 8th inst. says: 

There srems to be trouble impending in the 
matter of the organization of the chorus of the 
next May Musical Festival. The plan, jas an- 
nounced by Mr. Thomas in his circular of imvita- 
tion and inforqgtion, contemplates the admission 
of singers who¥hall be vassed by the examiners, 
Messrs. Thomas and Singer, as individaals, and 
pot as members of singing societies. 

The choral organizations, upan which depend 
the promotion or chorus music in ine city, perceive 
in this action something prejudicial to their inter- 
ests and the interests of the branch of music 
culture which it is their province to further, and 
are seriousiy contemplating some action in the 
premises. Tue Harmonic Society. indeed, has al- 
ready acted through its Board of Directors and in 
general meeting, and has issued a request to Mr. 
Tnomas that none but members of smging socie- 
ties be admitted to the May Festival Chorus. The 
request is based upon the claim that the sing- 
ing societies, because of their sacrifices in 
behalf of the festivals, they surrendering 
their own meetings and concerts im order 
to rehearse the festival music, are 
entitled to such treatment at tue hands af the asso- 
ciation as will enable them to maintain their or- 
ganization intact during festival as well as off 
years. Under the present arrangement singers can 
sever their connection with the societies and jom 
tue chorus as individuals, thereby 
anes required by the sevarate organizations. The 
fact that the association is under obligations to the 


societies has been admitted by the payment of 
mouey from the profits of the last festivai, and iu- 
asmuch as they are not given any voice whatever ’ 
in the management of the Festival Chorus, their 


request does not at first blush seem unreasonable. 
The position held by the Harmonic Society is aiso 
that of the Choral Society, Mennerchör, and 
Orpheus, and action similar to that of the Har- 
monic Society is anticipated from each. Against

Reading Before Spelling. 

Boston has passed successfully the first stages 
of.a revolution m its system of primary educa- 
tion, and its achievement is thus chrovicled in 
the press. The reform went into operation with 
the present school year. The main work of the 
primary schools is to teach children to read, o 


rather to begin to teach them to read, for it is | 


well known that few pupils after tir three 
years in these schools have made much pregress. 
Besides this, they.get a little knowledge of 
numbers and a little of writing. The old way 
of teaching children to read was by teaching 
them their letters, one by once, then the sim- 
plest combinations, like a-b, ab, and so on by 
a sigw process, combined with spelling at 
every stage. it is but a little while since 
this was done away with, and what is known as 
e the word-method * was introduced, by which 
emiaren wergtaught to recognize words by sight 
before ew the names of the letters, and 
of cOurg® before they could speil at all. It was 
a great surprise to the teachers by the old sys- 
tem to discover thata child would learn to rec- 
ognize the form of the word hat, for example, 
whenever he sawit, sooner than he could de 
taught to recognize the letters separated and 
then be,educated up through at to “hat” 
by the exercise of his reasoning faculties. But, 
upon reflection, it does not appear strange 
that the sign for hat, which is instantly asso- 
ciated im any child’s mind with the ob- 
ject, bat, which he knows very well, should be 
more easily remembered than the sign u or 
a or t, which means nothing, unless, perchance, 
the last is confused in his mind with the name 
of bis mother’s favorit beverage, in which case 
be has something to unlearn. In all good 


schools the word-method, if no better one, is. 


now followed; but ithad to enconnter a very 
obstinate, not to say conceited, ccnservatism 
when it was introduced. 

Another improvement of modern date was 
the invention of the Leigh type, which gives 
each letter a peculiar form for each sound it 
has. This is serviceable in its way, but is not 
yet by any means in universal use. 

The latest advance in the art of teaching 
children to read would seem to be a very nat- 
ural one after the triumph of the word-method, 
but it, nevertheless, encounters great opposi- 
don. While it is a development of the word- 
method it is much more. It is an application of 
the privciples of object teaching, and it reverses 
the traditional order, by teaching the child to 
read written words, dad to write them before 
be reads printed words. or even knows the alfa- 
bet. We have no space here to 5 into an 
elaborate exposition of the method, but a brief 
sketch will indicate it. The teacher, perha 
draws on the blackboard a picture of a cat, an 
by conversation gets the attention of the chil- 
dren to the subject. Then she writes the 
word eat,“ and tells them what it is, talks 
about the word, erases it and writes it again, 
makes a column of repetitions of the word, con- 
stantly calling upon them to recognize and pro- 
pounce it, requires 
writes it slowiv, to sees where she begins and 
how ehe proceeds. When she has dwelt on the 
word sufliciently it is left on the board, and the 
children take their slates and pencils to make 
the word for themselves. Their work is exam- 
ined individually, corrections made, and hints 
given. Ther write it over and over again. By 
such a system the pupils acquire in a few days 
a knowledge of several simple words, including, 
perhaps, two or three verbs and adjectives, and 
read short written sentences, and cap write the 
sentences themselves with surprising faithfui- 
ness to the teacher’s copy, or even from 
dictation. in a few weeks, much sooner 
than might be expected. the pupil has 
ge a considerable written vocabulary, 


had au tance by ere and the 
power to m pencil alKhe more common 
combinations pt letters. Then the teacher 


may begin to the printed words, either 
from the — or with charts; but not 
negleetiug writing. which is continued con- 
stantly, so that the pupil habitually uses the 
pencil and practices writing, not as penmanship 
with careful teaching of up-stroke and down- 
stroke, and oval and loops, but imMatively. In 
time the letters con?posing the words are taught, 
and then the pupils are exercised in spelling the 
words they write. 

The system bas been pursued in the schools 
of Quincy for several years, and there is no 
longer there avy question of ite superior ad- 
vantages. “The details of the experiment in 
those schools are fully deacribed in the pacer 
prepared dor the Association of School Commit- 
tees aud Superintendents of Norfolk County 
by Charles Francis Adams, Jr. 


A Smoke Consumer at Last. 
The Interior, Oct: 6. 

This is the era of inventions. We are doing 
wonderful things with such ready ease that we 
are almost insensibie to their wonderfulness. 
There is no time for astonishment. The pro- 
cession of marvels is too constant and unhalt- 
ing. But an invention that promises cleanliness 
to a world fast getting dirtier, that promises to 
lift and dissipate forever the exhbalations of the 
Black King, is worth at least a moment’s pause. 

Various efforts have been made in this coun- 
try, and especially in Fugiand. to devise some 
apparatus — 4 consume the smoke emit- 
ted from fu s burning bituminous coal. In 
Manchester and Birmingham, England, they 
have been used, but with only partial 
success, and attended with such expense 
as to forbid their general introduction. 
The cloud, therefore, it somewhat thinned, 
still hangs gloomily over those citiés. But in 
Julv last an invention was patented by Dr. H. 
M. Pierce, of Grand Rapids, Mich., which bids 
fair to meet the world’s lopg want. It is a 
smoke-consuming furnace, which claims to do 
its work perfectly and economically. The tests 
that have been made of its operation have re- 
sulted most triumphantly. At the Bangor 
Chemical Works in Michigan it was tried by a 
competent scientific committee, by various se- 
vere and accurate tests, and the result, indicated 
in general terms, is that in the first place it ab- 
solutely consumes all its own smoke, and in the 
second place that it does it with an ecoromy of 
fuel of from 25 to 80 per cent. It appears thus 
not only to accomplish its work, but to do it 
with such saving of fuel as to appeal for its in- 
troduction directly to the pocket of every manu- 
facturer. 

We have seen it in operation in the Pittsburg 
Exposition, and the effect is wonderful. In- 
stead of the huge volume of black smoke 
emitted from other furnaces, the atmosphere 
over the chimney of the one is as clean as that 
surrounding a fire of hickory or hard maple. A 
test made bya company of experts resulted in 
making perfectly evident the fact that the in- 
vention does all that is claimed for it, and is of 
easy and cneap application. ‘The General Man- 
ager of the Exposition states that there isa 
clear saving of over fifty busbeis of coal per day, 
and that the benefits it are so evident and 
many, that be expects soon to see it in common 
use in every mill and factory in the city. 

Supposing this invention shall have proved of 
practical utility in all our manufacturing cities, 
and that means in all our cities, it will not be 
difficult to perceive its moral advantages. 
Make our cities clean, aud the people who now 
seek homes in cieaner suburbs will remain in 
the city, where the great mass of the people 
must live. That means better acquaintance, 
and consequently more intelligent sympathy be- 
It means the most bope- 


too widely sundered. It means better support 
for churches among the people, and for all be- 
nevolent institutions and work. And finally 
and specially, it means a lifting of the demoral- 
izing pressure of dirt. Itis hard even for re- 
ligion to fight its way through the hopeless 
squalor and apathy that come over the working- 
classes who fer generations have been worsted 
in the discouraging battle, and have finally alto- 


gether given up the fight.

A triple 
shelf of velvet, with supports and background 
of the same material, is a very pretty and not 
an expensive decoration over a drawing-room 
or boudoir mantelpiece; the upper shelf should 
be narrower than the lower, and they may be 
decked with any lace or Persian, Japanese, or 
Indian embroidery. The velvet should barmon- 
ize with the predominant tint of the room, but 
must not be of too light or bright a shade,—deep 
olive claret or dark peacock are the most effect- 
iye. It sbould be remembered that the purpose 
of these sheives is to bold ornaments, and that 
they require a most alarming amount of bric-a- 
bra, soif you have not enough china to fill 
them well it will better for you to eschew them 
altogeth@y, and turn your decorative mind in 
another direction. Another pretty idea, es- 
pecially suitable to a boudoir, is a continuation 
of the mautel- in the form of a velvet 
screen of any shape yuu like against the wall 
above; this not only make a good back- 
ground for the ornaments on the mantel- 
piece,. but is in itself a fine field for decora- 
tion, as odds and ends of all kinds 
look well on it. It is a good plan to have in the 
middle of the screen a small painting, or a 
Dresden or Venetian mirror. This forms a 
centre, and around it you may hang all manner 
of things,—Indian jewelry, photographs, Japan- 
ese screens, quaint fans, china plates and 
plaques, odd foreign beads, carved ivories, old 
daggers; in fact, all the thousand-and-one 
kickknacks a woman’s soul delights in. These 
will all look well if properly arranged, so that a 
certain harmony shall obt#if among the hetero- 
geneous collection, and each article shall depend 
tor part of its effects upon another. If you 
are fortunate enough to possegs small prints, 
family miniatures, or even good watercolor 
sketchea, they will look charming sunk in such 
a velvet screen. Lookiug-glass is rather out of 
fashion just now as a wall decoration, and this is 
the vatural reaction from the time when many 
drawing-rooms had somewhat the aspect of a 
French cafes from the huge sheets of mirrors 
that lined the walls.

The theory that the husband can rule the 
wife is an exploded heresy. If he scolds, she 
weeps and. be relents. If he is morose and sul- 
len, she overwheime him with caresses, and he 
lapses into the maudlin sentimentalism of a 
lover. If be enters upon a course of serious 
argument, she laughs. If he is cold and digni- 
fied, she sighs and assumes an injured air. If 
he proposes rgtrenchment, she explodes in a 
whirlwind of wrath and in a twinkling proves 
that ber wardrobe is a thing of shreds and 
patches. II, exasperated beyond endurance, he 
is unconsciously betrayed into the utterance of 
the faintest synonym of an oath, he is undone 
forever. ‘Thereupon she demonstrates to him 
by the most merciless logic that he is a brute 
(and he is), unworthy the respect or love of 
woman. And, having chilled the very marrow 
in his bones by a coruscation of withering re- 
proaches and crushing epithets, she goes off in 
a soasm of hysterics from which she never re- 
covers,—until he groveis in the dust at her feet, 
embraces her knees, und, with tears and 
prayers, implores ber pardon. 

Henpecked husbands, indeed! They are as 
thick as leaves in Valombrosa. They are of 
every profession and empioynient in life,—in 
the law, on the Exchange, in the pulpit, in the 
shop, and on the hustmgs. Aud it is in their 
several avocations that they stiffen up their 
spinal columns and take their revenges. The 
advocate actualiy builies the Court to the very 
verge of commitment for contempt to get even 
witb his wife. The bulls and bears run corners 
in grain to assure themselves that they are men 
and not mere benpecked husbands. The cler- 
gyman denounces the Scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrits, with a ferocity born of the reaction 
from last night’s Caudie lectuce. The miserable 
shopman scolds his female clerks without mercy 
as an offset to the humiliation of having been 
compelled to bush the baby while his spouse 
was indulging in a “tea-fighs’’ at the next-door 
neighbor's. The political orator on the stump 
inveighs against the opposing party with the 
heat and bitterness of personal malice as an as- 
sertion of his indomitable spirit and of 
the independence he dares maintain 
everywhere—save in his own house. 
Thus the waves raised by the dropping of the 
apple uf discord into the domestic pooi spread 
throughout all the ramifications of business and 
society. The petty tyranny of the wife im- 
presees itgelf upon all mankind, and, in ruling 
her husband, she dominates the world. The 
aphorism, Man's inhumanity to man makes 
countiess thousands mourn,” has been rendered 
by acynic; the wifé isathornin the flesh of 
her busband, which poisons his heart. disposing 
him to viciousness in all his relations with his 
fellow-man. The ancient King who slept iil was 
apt to declare war next day against some weak 
enemy; and what King even slept well without 
the consent of his Royal consort? Hence, to 
stirupatumult in the K , it was only 
necessary for the wife of the King to begin the 
racket in the domestic menage of the palace. 
So, if the wife of the Minister of Wer pulis off 
his wig and tramples on it to-night, war may be 
declared to-morrow. And, as in the domain of 
government, the “ casus belli“ usually occurs 
in the boudoir of the Queen or the wife of the 
War Minister, so the neighborhood disturbance, 
which uphbeaves the very foundations of local 
society, often bas its origin iu some worthy citi- 
zeu's back parlor.

- GRANT IN YOSEMITE. 


The Great Captain Visits Glacier 
Point---Viewing the Vai- 
. tey’s Wonders. 


— 


A Day of Adventure---Timid Ladies---Grant Tells 
Tuo Stories---Puture Movements of 
the Party. 


Dispatch to San Francisco Chronicie. 

BERNARD’s Hore., Yosemirz, VaLiey, Oct. 
8.—Gen. Grapt and party left the hotel. at 
Clark’s Station at 9:20 this morming, im- 
mediately after breakfast. The night had been 
cool, and every one had slept and was feeling 
well. Monroe, the champion driver of Yosem- 
ite, held the ribbons over the six horses des- 
tined to draw the General over some of the 
most difficult roads lu the country. Everybody 
was out of bed at the station and bade the party 
a hearty godspeed. The General took his place 
beside Monroe in tbe middle of the front seat, 
Mrs. Grant sitting at bis left, equally de- 
termined to view the scenery and holding on 
resolutely by the railings. The rest of the 
company were comfortably disposed inside, 
Ulysses Jr. sitting with Miss Flood, whose side 
be has scarcely left since they departed from 
San Francisco. The day was the hottest of the 
season; but a little more than the usual rate of 
speed was maintained. The ex-President ap- 
pearea interested in Monroe and his manner of 
baudling the horses, and he scarcely talked with 
any one else during the ride except Mrs. Grant. 
He asked him about his former life, and was 
told that he had Mved inthe mountains since 
boyhood. With this exception, the General 
conversed about nothing during the ride but 

. THE SCENERY, * 
which he said surpassed anything be had ever 
observed on the Rhine or in Switzerlagd. Mrs. 
Grant was even more pleased. Monroe said to 
your correspondent, I never hauled a lady 
over these roads who was so enthusiastic.” 

At Lookout Point, whence there is a view of 
the distant San Joaquin Valley and the hazy 
Coast Kange, the stage stopped a while, but no 
one lett his seat. For the last ten miles Mrs. 
Grant occupied a seat inside, Mr. Dent taking 
her place by the driver. The General main- 
tained his place to the end of the journey. At 
Inspiration Point, whence a sight is had of the 
whole valley, the point of view insomeof Hill’s 
pictures, the stage again stopped, and every one 
alightei, The General mounted the top of the 
stage, and sat far some time viewing the splen- 
did prospect, and evidently appreciated fully its 
grandeur and beauty. When all were satisfied, 
the stage drove down the winding road and on 
to Bernard’s seven. miles distant. 

WHILE GOING THROUGH THE VALLEY, 
the General allowed no object of interest to 
escape him. He noted all the domes, roads 
and peaks, and asked Monroe about hights and 
distances. The rest were equally delighted. 
At the lower bridge over the Merced a dozen 
blasts had been set, which were fired in succes- 
sign as the stage Was passing, uurolling terrific 
echoes. Nearly all the population of the valley, 
including the tourists, were ov horseback skur- 
rying all the roads, at their windows, or on the 
porches of the botels, which were hung with 
flags and liberally adorned with boughs of ever- 
green. As the stage approached Leidig’s, the 
proprietor of the hotel came out and tendered 
the hospitalities of his place to the party. At 
Biack’s the guests were on the front reh, 
among them being Mr. and Mrs. A. N. Towne, 
who shook hands with the travelers. The stage 
dashed on up to Bernard’s, which had been 
trimmed with evergreens.and flags, and in many 
wars given a gala appearance, though Mr. Ber- 
pard had but a few hours’ notice of the honor 
intended him.

The-Geveral came to breakfast with 
Mr. and Mrs. Miller, leaying Mrs. Grant to fol- 
low, which she did a littte later. The sunlight 
was stealing down the brown face of Yosemite 
Rock, the Merced was murmuring over its peb- 
bles, and the trees sighing softly just ontside 
the open windows of the diving-room, but he 
heeded them not. He was too intent on half-a- 
dozen mountain trout, which made the princi- 
pal portion of his breakiast. and which, with 
green corn, bag been the main element of his 
regimen since We arrived in California.

Pamding the arrival of the borses which were to 
te the party up the trail to Glacier Point, 
Ulysses, Jr., whois becoming almost as much 
addicted to the weed as his father, shortened a 
fragrant Havana. During the delay the ladies 
had all recovered the roses which they had lost 
in the long stage rides coe to the valley, and 
were pieturesquely distributed along the front 
of the botel. It shortly appeared that the Gen- 
eral c be accompanied by all his suite.

Mrs. Grau during the night had heard some 
ove in the Wom beneath her saving that the 
firing of the giant-powder cartridges detached 
the rocks from the sides of the valley, and won- 
dering that they would risk so dangerous a trip.

The 
weather was pleasapt, but warm. The General 
led the line, with Mr. Clark close behind him. as 
best understanding the region and being the 
proper person, officially, to be in close attendance. 
The trail was in sbadow during the ascent, but 
the bright sunlight falling on the opposit side of 
the valley revealed every point, jutting crag, 
fissure, and crevice, from the meadows to the 
summit, and outspread the green valley like a 
map beneath the feet of the climbing eques- 
trians.. The sharp turns of the trail, which is 
broad and as safeas a wagon-road, brought to 
view now the upper end of the valley and now 
the lower. The General declared it to be the 
loveliest panorama ever spread out before his 
eyes. He asked his companion about each 
point, dome, and canyon as it passed before bim 
in military review. He lamented the dearth of 
water which should supply the great Yosemite 
Fall, Nature having been, all about. so lavieh of 
her gifts. He proved so good a horseman that 
his followers could scarcely keep pace with him. 
As he came out on prominent points and balted 
with one or two of those nearest bim he looked 
like a General in war times.

‘The walkers 
took seats near the edge of the cliffs, 
which went sheer down 1,500 feet.- The General, 
more venturesome than the rest, stepped out 
and took à look at the valley from a rock which 
projected over the precipice. Youvg Ulysses 
dared even more. He mounted the rock, and, 
standing on tép-toe, like Mercury new lighted, 
reached up, and with a jack-knile cut a large- 
sized “DD” on the trunk of a whispering pine, 
which very unadvisedly had selected that fizzy 
edge as a place of residence. After once drop- 
ping the kulfe, aud having it recovered far down 
the face of the cliff by the combined exertions 
of Guardian Clark and his father, be resumed 
his lettering, which resulted in two neatly chis- 
eled names, that, subjected to a powerful glass,

in the distance. On one side clouds rest, and 
all the poiuts of Mount Diell group on the other 
side. Following the course of the Megeed, 
range upon range of mountains, which dwin- 
died into bills and blended with the blue haze 
that filled the San Joaquin Valley, the General 
scanned every object of interest with a fleld- 
glass, which be at last handed backwith the re- 
mark that he could see just about 1 with 
the naked eve. He sat on tae ROCKS, b id not 
converse with great freedom, the scenery inter- 
esting him deeply. Seeing some patches of 
snow on Mount Diehl, he made inquiries abous 
the giaciers. He strained: his eves to behold 
Mbunt Diable and the Coast Range, which pos- 
sibly might have been visible on a clearer day. 
Just at this moment there came some puffs of 
sea breeze, making the air chilly. 

Again all remounted, and, picking their way 
slowly down from the rocky bight, a few min- 
utes later were at Macauley’s Wayside Ino, 
where, under the direction of George Lenn, the 
landiord, lunch was nearly ready. Meanwhile, 
the gentiemen and ladies grouped themsclves 
around the General on the benches of the ‘back 
porch, which commanded a splendid prospect of 

STARR KING MOUNTAIN, 

Mount Dien and fts brethren, and in the mid- 
die ground, far below the spectator, the Nevada 
and Vernal Falls, thin but lovely sheets of 
water. Not much could bave been expected in 
a culinary way at this great bight, but the lunch 
was one of the best spread for the Grant party 
since leaving San Francisco. In its way it was 
lovelier than the scenery. The wands discussed, 
the General “disappeared, and, inquiry being 
made, it was discovered that he had gone to the 
Point, impatient to see the most superb view of 
the Yosemite region. Thence can be seen not 
so much as from Sentinel Dome, but many of 
the finest rocks and points in the most pictur- 
esque attitudes, the upper and most fertile por- 
tion of the valley, as far below as the orchards, 
looking like squares on a checker-board, the 
apple trees like buckleberry bushes. Beyond, 
to the horizon, expands the broad, white waste 
of the high Sierras, Here there were more ex- 
plosives to awaken specimen echoes. The re- 
verberations made the round of the near peaks 
of the valley, were tossed grandly from one to 
another, then passed to the distant mountains, 
growing fainter, and dying away at last in the 
regiou of everlasting snows. 

The usual experiment of throwing bottles 
OVER THE PRECIPICE 
was tried to gauge the bight by the time oecu- 
pied infalline. The Gen@ral tried his hand at 
throwing, also young Ulysses, who showed 
great strength of arm. Brief delay was made at 
the hotel. After further diversions at this 
point the General was in good humor, and 
rallied the young ladies, asking them if they 
were not glad he had brought them. An in- 
ebriate furnished some amusement by constant- 
ly iaforming all who would listen that Gen. 

Grant took Richmond and monopolized the 
whole bloody place. The descént was made in 
two hours, the General leading, gaining Half a 
mile in the whole distance. There was a fine 
succession of views descending, varied from 
those of the morning by the different position 
of the sun. The west wall of the valley was in 
shadow. which grew deeper gs che afternoon 
advanced: the atmosphere eable; a 
blue haze filled the space wi the hills, soft- 
eving the outline of the r and giving their 
huge forms beauty and erandege. Arriving at 
the level of the valley a few minutes after 4 
o’clock, there was a general scattering to botels. 
The ascent had been so easy that there had 
been little ue, and there was little com- 
plaiut of du 

Shortiv after reaching the Bernard House the 
General 
RESUMED HIS CIGAR *. 
as if nothing haa happened. “Ulysses; Jr., and 
Misses Sharon and Miller, having been beset by 
the valley photographer, were not Jong after- 
wards seated in a row before an outdoor camera, 
which had the customary funeral-pall over the 
tube. The gentleman occupied the middle of 
the group. It wasrevortedin due time that 
the picture was a failure. Mrs. Grant, with Mr. 
Dent, Miss Flood, and Mrs. Miller, rode early 
in the day to the lake in the upper part of the 
valley, expecting that the Mariposa Band would 
awaken the echoes for their diversion. By some 
misunderstanding the band did not come, and, 
returning to the hotel, they were seen no more 
till the return of the party from Glacier Pojnt. 

Mr. Young did not take the trail because of his 
right shoulder paving been disabled some years 
ago. Gen. Grant, with all his company, and a 
guest or two from the valley, dined at Leidig’s 
this evening, on invitation from the landiord. 
It was the intention after dinner to drive by 
moonlight to the lake, but the plan was vot 
carried. The program ef to-mo involves 
very little climbing, or none at alf There will 
simply be a drive around the valley. It is still 
expected that the General will return to Clark’s 
Station Sunday forenoon, and visit the Mariposa 
Big Trees ov the same day. Thence he goes on 
Monday to Merced, by way of Mariposa.

There is a fascination in 
speculating in bouses or lots which to a great ex- 
tent interferes with the steady operation of 
economic laws; but these laws are sure to assert 
themselves sooner or later, and it will be better in 
the long run for all concerned if the demand now 
gradually being felt could be confined to legitimate 
investments of actual capital in the hope and for 
the purpose of moderate gains.
